Mr, Ay . Savage Landor Mad tat 
Jible Trip Over the Andes. 


Interesting particulars of an eigh.| 
teen months’ journey acrose South 
America and back have just been giv- 
en by Mr. A. H. Savage Landoryewho ' 
has just. returned to England, Having | 
traveled by Araguaya. _Hethas. not 
yet recovered from the effects of hard- 
Ships endured on the expedition. 

“My journey,” he-said, “included | 
the whole of the unexplored. part of a 
Brazil between Rio and Manaos in 
the great central basin of the Kingu. 

Tapajoz and Madefra~ Rivers region, | 
which Brazilians themselves have al- 
ways regarded as impenetrable. Af- 


Andes ‘through Peru to.Lima, thence ; 
‘to Cuzco ‘and Lake Titicaca to exam- 
ine Thea ruins. 
‘Next I. wént across Bolivia and 
Chili. to . Antofagasta. From this 
point to Valparaiso by. steamer, and 
América to | 


Buenos Ayres. 
“With the exception of thirty hours | 
the traveling, was 
done on mule, canoe; or on foot. For 
about half the distance we had to cut; 
our own tracks through the forest, 
promenes: along the great campos or | 
by the prairies over vast areas-of ab- 
solutely uninhabited country. , The ob- 
ject-of my journey was scientific, and 
the expedition was my own venture. 
“tn-the main, the chief difficulties 
were due to the absence of roads and 
the fact that I could obtain no help 
from anyone, as, all tried to dissuade 
me -from proceeding. I could get no 
information, and existing maps prov- | 
ed to be very inaccurate. During my | 
journey I took careful observations, | 
and have prepared a,map, ecale one | 
mile to the inch,’ When I left Rio in 


“March last year, I took enough pro- , 


visions to last for a year, but owing 
to wastage on the part of my men 
and loss these eventually gave out, 
and towards’ the end of that part ‘of 
the expedition through the unexplored 
portion of Brazil we remained for six- 
teen days without a morsel to eet. 

“Happily there was plenty of water, 
but was no game, no fruit, no 
my n nor myself had sufficient food 
to cover a sixpence. Our experiences 
were terrible, and it “was one of the | 
most tragic. marches I have ever | 
made. At this time I had with me 
two carriers—my only companions— 
and they suffered even more than 1 
did. Both wanted to put on end to 
their sufferings, and it was only with 
difficulty that 1 prevented them from 
committing suicide, 

“For myself, although accustomed 
to roughing it, I nearly died. .1 lost 
fifty pounds in weight.” 

Mr. Savage Landor stated that he 
studied several new tribes, made vo- 
cabutaries of their languages, and | 
some interesting geological, geogra- 
phical and anthropological observa- 
ae His. zigzag route. over unex- 
plored or little known country in Bra- 
zil was about 5,000 miles, and the Bra- 
zilian Government are so astonished 
at the success of what they had re- 
garded as impossible that Congress 
voted a grant of $20,000 to the ex- 
plorer. 

Mr. Savage Landor added that this 
was the last’ of his twenty-five years’ 
exploring. .He is reserving full de.

The acceptance by Lord Kitchener 
of a seat on the directorate of a well- 
known railway recalls the fact that 
two other famous enerals of modetn 
ite went into business, and not 
with especially happy results. 


a the adventures of Lord RoWerts | 


a “City man’’ there are still - many 
old aaa who can talk. There was 
nothing “spectacular about the great 
soldier’s~ operations, and his offices’ 
Were as modest as his capital. Noth- 
ing of a wild-cat nature entered into

In 1902 the late Lord Salisbury de- 
clared that Kitchener possessed all 
those qualities which were desirable 
in an efficient Chancellor of the [x- 
jebequer, and it is certain that no 
business concern will lose by his inter, 
vention in thé councils that direct its 
policy. ie 

‘Perhaps the most successful of mod- 
érn soldiers, however, was the late 
Marshal MacMahon, Duke of Magen- 
}ta. Before the Second Empire Mac- 
Mahon, who was of Irish descent, was 
one of the poorest of French officers. 
Possessed of ‘“‘inside information,” 
however, on the eve of the Presiden- 
tial coup of 1848 he ventured his all 
;on the Bourse, and came out a big 
winner. He died-worth nearly three, 
millions. sterling of English money, 
and wealth alone condoned the lack 
of anecestry.in his son when the lat- 
ter allied himself in the ‘nineties with 
a. daughter of the Royal Duc d’Au- 
male. Other French soldiers of dis- 
tinction have won vast fortunes in 
speculative enterprises—fhe great Mar- 
shal Massena, for one example, who 
died in 1817 worth. several millions 
.bterling, a large amount of it made in 
Bourse speculations.

The only ‘‘too-late stamp ever = ts-|to plow or-will-diseing=-do?”

Get Best Results. 

For a sunny exposure the California | 
poppy, eschscholtzfa, will endure mid- 
summér heat and drought without 
flinching. The colors vary from pure 
hite through yellow and orange to 
scarlet, with the satin sheen peculiar 
to. the ‘poppy tribe, while the foliage 
has a whitish cast: which is especially 
in harmony’ with the blossoms. 

For a boutonniere there are few blos- 
soms which equal the old fashl _ 
bachelor’s button ‘fn white and 
various sliades of blue. It has the 
happy faculty. of keeping fresh for 
hours and of never, becoming unsight- 
ly, even when ‘wilted. 

For rapid growth the kudzu vine ex- 
cels, well established plants sometimes 
attaining a height of fifty feet in a 
single season and furnishing a dense 
shade. If grown from seed, ten or 
twelve feet ia perhaps the limit the 
first season. 

The calendula will endure more 
frosts without complaint than any oth- 
er annual, offering a pleasing variety 
| of the different shades and combina- 
tlons of yellow. 

If you wish to conceal the gettien 
fence plant sweet peas or’a row of 
holly hocks, 

Portulaca is fine for covering a sunny 
spot, the succulent foliage being a most 
successful resister of drought. 

The calliopsis is showy when grown 
| in masses, the long, slender stems ren- 
dering it admirable for cutting. 

The branching varieties of aster are 
preferable to the compact sorts. Lav- 
; ender and white make a charming 
, combination, while pink appears with-
